iheir appearances. One of the two pub- 
lications in press is scientific in character, 
"being a monograph on thepre-Gambrian 
:Igiieous rocks of the Fox River Valley, 
.fcy S. Weidman. -The other is distinctly 
^practical, being a'treatise oh the build- 


. ing and ornamental stories of Wisconsin, 


by E. R. Bnckley, assistant state geolo- 
_gist. Mr. Buckley has collected sam- 
ples of building stone from nearly fifty 
quarries, the collection being on exhi- 
bition at the rooms of the Survey.

"Weidman, who has spent two seasons in 
field-work in the region about Wausau 
-and Merrill, studying 1000-square miles

•vestigation of the lakes of the southern 
and eastern portions of the state has 
"formed another interestingfeature of the 


.. -work. Hydrographic maps showing the

President Adams' Idea. 


•'•The commissioners desire to main- 


'tain two geological parties in the field; 
to undertake the investigation of the 
clays and clay industries of the state; 
to begin the chemical and biological in- 
vestigation of the waters of the south- 
ern part of the state; and to devote a 
reasonable sum of money to the com- 
pletion of the topographical map of the 
••state. If these plans are to be carried 
out, an appropriation of from $15,000 
. to $17,000 annually will be needed by 
; ihe Survey... 


"The State Forestry Commission, con- 


.-sisting of. George D. Burrows, H. C. 
Putnam and Ernest Brunekeri, recom- 
mends the enactment of legislation for 
the establishment of a system of state 
forests, and has drafted a bill with this 
object in view. The bill provides for 
the appointment of a superintendent of 
state forests with'a salary of $3.000 per 
-annum, and an assistant with a salary 
of $2,000. together with such other 
-subordinate officials as the Board of 
-Forestry Commissioners may authorize. 


"The board and superintendent would 


have supervision of all thevlands belong- 
ing to the state, and the s/ystem, the re- 
port says, I will, when once firmly estab- 
lished, 'yield a large annual income that 
will to a' proportionate' extent do away 
with the 
~ necessity'-of taxation... Of 


course, all that'will depend, upon the 
ability and Integrity of the manage- 
ment. In several other states of the 
Union much attention has recently b'een 
devoted to 'theconservation of the for- 
ests, a matter which has long been in 
charge of the government in 
many 


European .countries. It is a.branch of 
administrative work which must be kept 
out of the province of party politics to 
prevent scandal. 


"The legislature will do well to study 


the.problems presented in the reports of 
the two new commissions, in order to be 
able to act intelligently when the mat- 
ters discussed become subjects • of legis- 
lation."

speech in support of the treaty. Mr. 
Hoar devoted the greater part of his 
reply, to a defense of Aguinaldo, whom 
he compared-- to .Simon Bolivar, the 
South American patriot. During the 
course of his remarks, Senator Hoar 
said that the , argument had been ad- 
vanced that the United States should 
be near at hand to participate in the 
predicted partition of China, and pro- 
ceeded to say that this argument in- 
dicated a disposition to grasp even 
more territory than had yet been tak- 
en. - This last remark brought Senator 
Davis to his feet. While his name had 
not been mentioned, it \yas evident 
that Mr. Hoar alluded to a remark of 
the Minnesota senator. The latter said 
he had not advocated any participa- 
tion by the United States in the process 
of dismemberment, but that he had 
only alluded to a probability, and had 
said merely that 'the United States 
should be on hand to protect its o^vh 
Interests.
